. Our .readers must bear In mind 
thsl'at Ihe 'approaching April election 
(bey will vole, for the first tine,-under 
the new Law, which is familiarly known 
•* llie .."Secret Ballot Law.'.'"- As, the 
mode of voting is entirely new, and as 
the provisions ol ihe Lnwarefuch lhal 
many, nolwiihslanding ihe greatest pre- 
caution, will be very liable to lose their 
voles, we feel il our duly to e.ate, as 
briefly as possible, ansl yet comprehend 
sively, the'proniinciil 'provisions' 'of'(he 
law, and wlialwill.be req'uircd of'the 
electors/ We have already e'xpreised 
our dislike lo the Law, as a childith, 
foolish arid embarrassing affair; yet, 
while il remains In force, it is Ihe duly 
of every good cllizen strictly to comply 
wilh it. .

The Town Council will appoint tw-i 


luitable persons (o take charge of and 
deliver the envelopes; these persons 
must be at (he place of voting when the 
Polls open, and must remain there until 
they close. 
Every voter must apply to 


one of them, in person, Tor an envelope 
and there men can only deliver one of 
each kind ot envelopes lo such person* 
as Ihey knuw lo be voters, by an exami- 
nation of ihe Registry, and as ihey deliv- 
er the envelopcSj ihey, muat check the 
names on the Registry list.

but you must-bo.careful not to wrile 
your name on the ticket, as the law hai 
icrelofore required, because, il you doj 
the ticket will be destroyed without be- 
ng counted, when the polls are closed ; 
f you accidentally place two tickets of 
Ihe same kind in tin same envelope 
your ticket will be lost, as it is the duly 
of Ihe Moderator lo destroy all such; it 
the envelope "bears any impression or 
device or color, designed to distinguish 
such envelope from other* ol the same 
cinil," it is the duty ol the Moderator lo

Having prepared your envelopes, 'as

The law is ridiculous, and 
the sooner it ia repealed, the better it 
will be for nil concerned.

ces of many persons losing' their vote*, 
although they may have deposited them 
in the ballot box in good faith, arc very 
great. The above directions, must in. 
all cases be strictly complied with, by 
every voter.
